THOMAS A. EDISON 

Since the death of Thomas A. 
Edison on October 18 many thous- 
ands of articles dealing with his 
life and work have been published. 
The tributes paid to his genius by 
leaders all over the world have 
been unprecedented, And he de- 
served them all, and more. 

To Edison came the satisfaction 
of seeing his inventions revolution- 
ize the conditions under which 
mankind lives and works and plays. 
His most important invention was 
the incandescent light in 1879, 
which made possible the electrical 
industry. He invented the phono- 
graph in 1876, and was a pioneer 
in developing motion pictures. 
Nearly 1,200 inventions were the 
product of his fertile brain.

A PROCLAMATION 
BY THE GOVERNOR 


WHERBAS, the Legislature of 
Alabama at its last session ordered 
an election by the qualified elec 
tors of the State of Alabama upon 
a certain proposed amendment to 
the Constitution of Alabama, which 
proposed amendment is herein set 
out, and ordered that the election 
be held on the Second Tuesday aft 
er the expiration of chree months 
from and after the final adjourn: 
ment of the regular session at 
which the sakl amendment was 
proposed, and 

WHEREAS, as provided by Sec- 
tion 287 of the Constitution of Ala- 
bama, the Act proposing the amend- 
ment was not submitted for the ap- 
proval of the Governor but was 
valid upon its adoption by the Leg- 
islature without his approval, and 

Whereas, the Legislature ad- 
journed on Saturday the 25th day 
of July, 198 , and Tuesday, the 8rd 
day ot November, 1931, is the sec- 
ond Tuesday after the expiration of 
three months from and after the 
final adjournment of the said Leg- 
lature at which ths amendment was 
proposed, and 

WHERWAS, notice of such elec- 
tion, together with the proposed 
amendment is required by law to 
be given by proclamation of the 
Governor: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, B. M. 
Miller, Governor of the State of 
Alabama, do hereby give notice, 
direct and proclaim that on Tues- 
day the 3rd day of November, 1931, 
an election will be held at the sev- 
eral polling places within the State 
of Alabama for the vote of the qual- 
ified electors of the State of Ala- 
buma in the manner and form as 
required by law, upon the follow 
ing amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama, viz:— 

“ARTICLE XX-B. Section 1. 
The State is authorized to en- 
gage in the construction, im- 
provement, repair and mainte- 
nance of public roads, highways 
and bridges in the State of Ala- 
bama. To this end and for these 
purposes, the State is authorized 
to appropriate funds and for con- 
structional purposes only the 
Stite is authorized also to issue 
and sell interest- bearing negotl- 
able State bonds in addition to 
those already authorized and sold 
under Article XX and XX-A, as 
amendments to the Constitution 
of 1901, in an amount not to ex- 
ceed the sum of twenty-five mil- 
lion dollars ($25,000,000.00), to be 
issued under such denominations, 
numbers and series, and maturing 
at such times as may be pro- 
vided by law, and all such bonds 
shall bear a rate of interest not 
greater than six per cent per an- 
num, payable semi-annually, and 
shall be sold at a price not less 
than the par value thereof. 

Section 2. The State Highway 
Commission or Highway Depart- 
ment shall locate, construct and 
maintain highways, bridges and 
State trunk roads 80 as to con- 
nect each county seat with the 
county seat of the adjoining 
county by the most direct or 
most feasible route by a perma. 
nent road, having due regard for 
the public welfare, and shall con- 
nect the county seats of the sey- 
eral border counties at or near 
the state line with a public high. 
way in the border states. Pro- 
vided, that in counties which are 
divided into two or more judi- 
cial divisions in each of which 
regular terms of the circuit court 
are held, the places where said 
terms of court are held, shall 
likewise be connected with each 
other. 

Section 8. The proceeds of 
said bonds shall be used for con- 
structing and/or surfacing of 
roads and constructing and/or 
repairing bridges, but not for 
maintenance or discharging of 
contract debts, liability or obliga- 
tions existing srior to the adop- 
tion of this amendment, 

Section 4. Highteen million 
four hundred twenty-five thou- 
sand dollars ($18,425,000.00) | of 
the proceeds of said bonds shall 
be set aside by the Governor and 
apportioned in amounts of Two 
Hundred seventy-five thousand 
dollars ($275,000.00) to each of 
the respective counties of the 
State which must be expended 
by the State Highway Commis- 
siou or Highway Department in 
each of said counties for con- 
Struction, which shall include 
hard surfacing, of existing and 
also new public roads and bridges 
therein, The remaining proceeds 
of said bonds shall be used for 
the construction, which shall in- 
clude surfacing, ot existing, or 
new highways and constructing 
or repairing bridges in the State, 

Section 5. The proceeds of 
such bonds shall be kept sepa- 
rate and apart from all other 
funds and no part of the same 
shall ever be used in honoring a 
warrant not legally drawn against 
such proceeds. 

Section 6. There {s hereby le- 
vied and every distributor, retail 


dealer or storer shall pay an ex- 


cise tax of one cent per gallon 
upon the selling, distributing or 
withdrawing from storage sfor 
any use gasoline, provided, how- 
ever, that the excise tax Is not 
levied upon the sale of gasoline 
in interstate commerce, and pro- 
vided further that where this ex 
cise tax shal! have been paid by 
a distributor or by a retail dealer 
or storer such payment shall be 
sufficient, the intention being 
that this tax shall not be paid 
but once, The terms ‘distribu. 
tor’, ‘retail dealer’, ‘storer’, ‘sell- 
ing’, ‘distributing’, ‘withdrawing’ 
and ‘gasoline’ are used as the 
same are used in existing gaso- 
line excise tax laws of the State 
and shall be so construed, and 
all rights, duties, liabilities, pen- 
altles, powers and methods per- 
taining to the collection of gaso- 
line excise taxes under such ex- 
isting laws of the State shall ap- 
ply to the collection, payment 
and accounting for the within 
excise tax, provided, the Legis- 
lature may limit, extend or fur- 
ther define the same. The ex- 
cise tax of one cent herein le- 
vied shall be in addition to the 
excise gasoline taxes provided by’ 
existing laws of the State, but 
thi; section shall not be con- 
strued in any way as limiting 
the power of the Legislature to 
increase or decrease this or any 
other gasoline tax. i 

Section 7. The one cent ex- 
cise tax hereinbefore levied shall 
be used first to create a~ sinking, 
fund for the prompt and faithful 
payment of the principal and the 
interest on the bonds herein au- 
thorized, and, second, by the 
State for the construction, im- 
provement, repair and mainte. 
nance of public roads, highways 
and bridges of this State. 

Section 8. The bonds herein 
authorized when issued shall be 
a direct obligation of the State, 
and for the prompt and faithful | 
payment of the principal and {n-' 
terest thereon the full faith and} 
credit of the State is hereby ir-! 
reyocably pledged and such 
bonds shall be exempt forever 
trom taxes of every kind. 

Section 9. The bonds herein, 
authorized shall be issued and| 
sold in the same manner by a: 
Bond Commission as set forth, 
defined and prescribed in Article, 
5 of Chapter 32, Code of Ala. 
bama, 1923. 

Section 10. That House Bill,

Twenty-Six Poultry Flocks | Privilege License Will 


Show Profit In State In ’31 


The poullry department at Au- 
burn keeps records on what they 
call demonstration flocks over the 
various parts of the state each 
year, This year they have kept 
records on 26 flocks, ‘The flock 
owners keep records on the actual 
cost of feed, number of eggs pro- 


ldueed and price he pets for the 


eggs and sends in to the poultry 


|department, The 26 flocks aver- 
laped 222 birds to the flock, 


The last month that T have re 
celyved report on was August, In 
this month these flocks averaged 
252 dozen eees per flock, the av 
erage sale price received was 248 
cents per dozen, with a total av- 


lerpnge value of $59.95, The aver 


noe feed cost per flock was $29.06, 
leaving an average profit per flock 
above feed cost of $80.98. 

Now, we all know that August 
is not the best eee month from 
standpoint of production or price, 
for in March the same flocks re- 
turned an average profit of $48.41 
above feed cost, 

According to these records the 
average feed cost to produee a 
dozen eggs in August was 11% 
cents per dozen, Considering the 
cost of feed now the margin of 
profit in producing a dozen eges 
is about as much with epgs at 25 
cents as it used to be when eres 
were selling for 80 to 40 cents and 
feed higher. 

A niece flock of hens properly 
cared for next year will be a great 
help to the farmer when he needs 
a little ready cash, as there are 
so few thines that will return any 
profit at all. Like the dairy cow, 
most of the poultry feed can and 
should be grown at home.
